The stone and shale are first pul­ 
verized in large machines, then car­ 
ried by .conveyor belts to three large 
rotary drying machines where all 
moisture is taken from them, thus 
enabling the chemist to get most pos­ 
itive results for the proper mixing 
of the two constituents.
